ly. This is the grape we used to | 
see planted around the old | 
fashioned porches for shade, 
hence the name “porch” grape. 
The fruit is smaller than con- 
cord but larger than wild grapes. 
I rooted a couple of hundred 
last yea rfor friends and neigh- 
bors who may want them. All 
grapes must be pruned every 
Winter in order to produce good 
grapes. Also rooted a few figs, 
scuppernongs, ete. 

One thing I have found that 
a lot of people do not know a- 
bout scuppernongs and musca- 
dines. It is necessary to have 
male vines growing nearby. In 
the old days most places had 
woodlands nearby and wild mus- 
cadine vines growing in them or 
maybe on the fenses along side 
of the road that were near the 
house, and these muscadine 
males served to pollinate both 
muscadines and scuppernongs. 
But as these have been killed 
aff around most places it has 
become necessary to plant male 
vines. Do not plant them to run 
on the same arbor, but on some 
thing within a few feet of ‘t for 
best results. 

Many a person has cut down 
his male vine because it would- 
in't produce fruit. Then his pro- 
ducing vines quit producing and 
after two or three years perhaps 
he decides it has come to he no 
good and out he goes with an 
ax and chops it down, too, when 
nothing at all is wrong except 
that already he has cut down 
the male vine. A good scupper- 
none vine or a couple of them 
well arbored, and a couple of 
fig trees certainly will be worth
